ENVIRONMENTAL/HISTORIC REPORT

Illinois Central Railroad Company. (“IC™) submits this Environmental/Historic Report in
compliance with the reporting requirements of 49 C.F.R. §§1105.7 and 1105.8. Supporting
correspondence and certifications are attached. It is the conclusion of this Report that the
proposed abandonment, if implemented., will not significantly affect either the quality of the
human environment or the conservation of energy resources.

ENVIRONMENTAL REPORT - 49 C.F.R. § 1105.7(c)

1. Proposed Action and Alternatives. IC seeks to abandon its line of railroad
extending from milepost 311.90 to milepost 313.10 in Grenada, Mississippi. (the “Line™). The
Line is situated in Grenada County, Mississippr and cxtends a total distance of approximately
1.20 miles.

The Line has not been required to serve any customer in over two years. The Line was
built in approximately 1856 and primarily transported cotton to Memphis from the Mississippi
Delta. More recently. it provided service to Memphis Hardwood, which is no longer in business.
There have been no rail shipments of any kind on the Line in the last two years. and no

reasonable possibility for the development of new rail traffic exists.



Following abandonment. IC intends to salvage rail. ties and track materials from the Line.
There are three bridges that will be removed with this abandonment.

No alternatives to the proposed abandonment have been considered. A map showing the
location of the Line is attached herein as Appendix A.

IC has contacted and requested comments from Mississippi Clearinghouse Office. Sce
correspondence attached herein as Appendix B. There have been no comments to date.

IC has contacted the Mississippi County Board Supervisors. Sec correspondence attached
herein as Appendix C. The Board objects to this abandonment. However. as stated above. there
have been no rail shipments on this line for over two years and the potential tor new business
does not exist.

2. Transportation System. [C does not anticipate that existing regional or local
transportation systems or patterns will be affected by the proposed abandonment. No rail service
is currently provided on the Line. Thus. no traffic will be diverted to other transportation
systems or modes as a result ot the proposed abandonment. There is no overhead traffic on the
Line. and no passenger trains are operated over ihe Line.

IC has contacted and requested comments from the State of Mississippi Department of
Iransportation. See correspondence attached herein as Appendix D. The Department has not
responded to our correspondence.

3. Land Use.

(i) IC does not foresce any inconsistency with regional and/or local land use
plans, but has contacted and requested comments from the NOAA/National Geodetic Survey.

See correspondence attached herein as Appendix E. There have been no comments to date.



(ii)  The proposed abandonment lies entirely within the limits of Grenada
County. Mississippi. The Mississippi Soil & Water Conservation Commission has been
contacted and comments requested. Sce correspondence attached herein as Appendix F. No
comments have been received to this date.

(ii1)  This track does not lie within a designated Coastal Zone Management
Area and, accordingly. the proposed abandonment will not affect any land or water uses in such
an area or result in any coastal impacts. Sce the response of the Mississippi Department of
Marinc Resources attached herein as Appendix G.

{iv)  IC is not aware of any alternative public use under 49 1J.S.C. § 10905 for
which the right-of-way of this track would be suitable, other than possibly a trail.

4. Energy.

(i) The proposed abandonment will not have any effect on the transportation
of energy resources. No cnergy resource commodities move on the Line, and IC foresees little or
no possibility that such on-line traffic would develop in the future.

(it)  The movement and/or recovery of recyclable commodities will not be
adversely affected by this abandonment. No such traffic has been handled on this line for many
years (if ever), and IC foresees little or no possibility that any online recyclable commodity
traffic would develop in the future.

(iii)  Abandonment will not result in an increase or decreasc in overall energy
efficiency. There is no freight traffic on the Line and thus there will be no changes in existing

transportation patlerns or energy usage as a result of the proposed abandonment.



(iv)  Not applicable. Abandonment of the Line will not cause the diversion of
more than 1.000 rail carloads per vear or an average of 50 rail carloads per mile per year to
motor carriers.

5. Air.

(i) Not applicable. Abandonment will not result in (A) a minimum increase
in rail traffic ot 100% or eight trains per day on any segment of rail line. (B) an increase in rail
yard activity of at least 100%. or (C) an average increasc in truck traffic of more than 10% of the
average daily traffic or 50 vehicles per day on any road segment.

{ii)  Not applicable. Abandonment of the Line will not result in traffic
increases which exceed the thresholds specified in 49 C.F.R. §1105.7(e)(5)(ii)}(A). (B) or (C).

(iii)  Not applicable. This is an abandonment of a line on which there have
been no customers for at least two years and there is no overhead traffic on the line.

6. Noise. Not applicable. As indicated above, nonc of the thresholds identified in
49 C.F.R. § 1105.7(e)5)(i) will be exceeded as a result of the abandonment.
7. Safety.

(i) The proposed action will have no adverse etfect upon public health or
safety. During any salvage operations on the Line. precautions will be taken to cnsure public
safety.

(i)  Not applicable. To IC’s knowledge, no hazardous commoditics were ever
handled on this Line. Accordingly. the proposed abandonment will have no effect on the

transportation of hazardous materials.



(iii)  To the best of IC’s knowledge, there are no known hazardous wasie sites
or any hazardous waste materials involved. Therefore, IC believes that its abandonment will not
have any adverse impact on this site.

8. Biological Resources.

(i) The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service have been contacted and we have
requested comments. This abandonment will not affect the wetland. nor is there any endangered
or threatened species present in this area. See correspondence attached as Appendix H.

(ii)  IC has also contacted the Mississippi Department of Wildlife, Fisheries &
Parks. The attached correspondence indicates that if best management practices are
implemented. the proposed abandonment will likely pose no threat to listed specics or their
habitats. See correspondence attached herein as Appendix 1.

Water.

(i) IC has contacted the US Environmental Protection Agency. Office of
Water. to determinc whether the proposed abandonment is consistent with applicable federal.
state and local water quality standards. Sce correspondence attached hereto as Appendix J. The
US EPA stated they our correspondence was forwarded to the regional office of the EPA, While
the Office of Walter gave no further comments, IC will be mindful of proper erosion control in
the removal of rail and other salvageable materials to minimize impact.

(ii)  The Army Corps of Engincers has been contacted to determine if the
proposed abandonment requires permits under Section 404 of the Clean Water Act. See
correspondence attached herein as Appendix K. The Department of the Army has not yet

responded to our correspondence.

IC also believes that removal of the rails will not aftect any existing
wetlands. In addition. abandonment should not impact any 100-year floodplain if no additional
fill is placed in any floodplain.

(ili)  The Region 4 Office of the US Environmental Protection Agency has been
contacted and we have requested comments from them. See correspondence attached hercin as
Appendix L. There has been no response to date. 1C believes that no permits under section 402
of the Clean Water Act (33 U.S.C. 1342) will be required for the proposed action.

10.  Proposed Mitigation. As no adversc impact is anticipated, IC does not propose

any mitigation activities.

1. Map. A map of the Line is altached hereto as Appendix A.
2. Description of Line. The line to be abandoned extends from milepost 311.90 to
313.10. for a total distance of 1.20 miles of railroad line.

These photographs have been provided to the State Historic

Preservation Officer (“SHPO™) within the Mississippi [istoric Preservation Division.

4. Information on Structures. There are three bridges within the proposed Line

abandonment. It is estimated that the bridges were built between 1921-1925.

5. History of Operations. The Line has not been required to serve any customer in

over two years. The Line was built in approximately 1856 and primarily transporied cotton to
Memphis from the Mississippi Delta. More recently. it provided service to Memphis Hardwood.
which is no longer in business. There have been no rail shipments of any kind on the Line in the

last two years, and no reasonable possibility for the development of new rail traffic exists.
